SAFETY ON THE FARM 


From statistics garnered from the 
National Safety Council, faxmers 
Jead a rather dangerous life. For 
‘everyone killed accidently many more 
are seriously injured. In contrast 
to such occupations as mining, con- 
struction and transportation, farm 
injuries are mounting. While the 
increasing use of machinery may be 
the cause of the rise in the accident 
rate, farm animals are still a major 
hazard to the rural worker. In one re- 
port they are at the top of the list 
with horses causing theemost mis- 
haps. Cows and bulls come next. A 
third of the farm casualties are 
among children due to the fact they 
are allowed to ride or be close to 
operating machinery. 

Qne cannot blame farm machinery 
for being tie major cause of the 
mounting rural accident frequency 
rate. Axes and pitchforks take a 
sizeable annual toll and they have 
been used for centuries. 

There is no doubt that when one 
analyses the cause of farm accidents 
carelessness will he found to be the 
chief reason behind them. Manu- 
facturers of modern farm machiga; 
are careful to place safety guards on 
them, ‘These are removed when re- 
pairs are being made and often ®t 
placed back. Safety instructions on 
pesticide containers are disregarded 
and since many pesticides are poison- 


ous, death or painful illness could 
occur from carelessly» handling 
them. 


While industry has well developed 
safety campaigns, the farmer is 
usually on his own and suffers most 
when he is laid up from an accident. 
It is up to the individual farm, there- 
fore to organize its own safety pro- 
gram and conscientiously follow it.

| Annual Licenses 
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On Permanent Basis 


“A new system of permanent li- 
ences for trades and business ..as 
been put into effect by the Alberta 
Bapartment of Industries and Labor, 
according to the latest issue of the 
Alberta Gazette. 

The permanent licences will be 
substituted for annual licences in 
most trades and businesses. If a 
trade or business obtained its licence 
before the announcement, the licence 
will be changed to a permanent one 
with no extra charge, Trades and 
businesses applying for licences will 
now apply for a permanent licence. 

Trades and businesses to which the 
permanent licences will apply are: 
auctioneers, the automotive industry, 
the barber trade, tie beauty culture 
trade, the cleaning ‘ind dyeing trade, 
collection agencies, the commercial 
printing industry, flour and feed mill- 
ing fuel oil dealers, funeral directors, 
grain buyers, junk dealers, margarine 
manufacturers, meat packing  in- 
dustry, photo finishing industry, re- 
tail and wholesale trade and trade 
schools, These previously held an- 
nual licences, 

Annual licences will continue to be 
issued to bakeshops restaurants, saw- 
mills and tourist camps, and these 
licences will expire March 81 each 
year, Annual licensing of billiard 
rooms and bowling alleys will tba 
continued also, witi the licences ex- 
piring June 80 of each year. These 
businesses must meet required inspec- 
tion standards annually. 

While the cost of permanent  li- 
cence fees is comewhat higher, the 
Department of Industries and Labor 
pointed out that new rates are of a 
nominal nature when compared with 
the annual cost of renewal of li- 


| ences, 


General regulations under the Li- 
censing of Trades and Businesses Act 
also have been revised. 

Licensees must apply promptly for 


j approval of any change which would 


alter the status of his licence. Also, 
the department has the right to 
grant licences for a limited or speci- 
fled time if expedient. 

Licencees also should apply immed- 
iately for duplicate licences when 
their former licences are lost or 
destroyed. They should also return 
their licences to the Department of 
Industries and Labor in cases where 
their businesses stop operation, New 
licences should be applied for by a 
new owner or proprietor when a bus- 
iness changes hands, 

The department also stressed that 
businesses should not neglect their 
responsibility to furnish the public 
with adequate services and to keep 
sufficient stocks on hand to serve 
the publie’s need. Businessmen also 
should remember» to get their pro- 
vincial licence first before applying 
for a similar licence under municipal 
by-laws,

Aid Rules 
For Accidents 
On Highway 


CHICAGO.—Some simple first aid 
rules-of-the-road, that often lessen 
the extent of automobile accident in- 
juries are suggested. 

To help motorists remember these 
important first aid “firsts”, Dr. J. D. 
Willems; medical director of the Lum- 
bermens Mutual Casualty Co., has 
reduced them to their simplest terms: 

1, Keep calm and take a good look 
to see what has happened, 

2. If the accident victim is con- 
scious ask where he is injured, 

3. If the victim is unconscious take 
his pulse to be sure he's alive. 

4. Call a doctor and ambulance if 
you discover injuries are serious, 

5. Try to avoid moving the victim 
as improper movement aggravates in- 
jury. 

6. Should immediate removal be 
necessary, two or three persons 
should do it, lifting from the same 
side to allow the victim to remain 
in the same position. 

7. Any bleeding should be stopped

PROTEINS

49,143,276 Motor 
Vehicles On US. 
Roads Last Year 


WASHINGTON. — The Bureau of 
Public Roads reported that 49,143,- 
276 motor vehicles used the nation’s 
highways last year, an increase of 
4,500,000 over 1949, 

The figures are based on state 
registrations, The largest increase, 
10.7 per cent., was in passenger car 
registrations, which were 40,315,175 
in 1950, as against 36,433,674 in 
1949. Truck registrations increased 
from 8,028,016 in 1949 to 8,604,448 
last year, 7.2 per cent. Buses were 
up 7.1 per cent. from 208,898 to 
223,652. 

Louisiana, New Mexico and Texas 
reported increased registrations of 
more than 15 per cent. Seven states 
—California, New York, Pennsyl- 
vania, Texas, Ohio, Illinois and 
Michigan—each registered more than 
2,000,000 vehicles. 

In 1950 New York had 3,735,113 
vehicles, compared with 3,437,439 in 
19497 an increase of 8.7 per cent.; 
New Jersey had 1,579,181, an in- 
crease of 9.6 per cent, over the 1,- 
440,773 of 1949, and Connecticut had 
715.985, as against 663,205, a rise of 
8 per cent, 

The bureau estimated that travel 
on rural roads reached an all-time 
high—223 billion vehicles-miles, or 
8.7 per cent. more than in 1949,

En Brochette means that the small 
pieces of meat or fruit. or any deli- 
cacy are served on wooden or metal 
skewers, 

En Caissettes means that the food 
is served in small individual china 
or paper dishes. 

Canard is duck and Caneton is 
duckling. 

Cassoule. is a wonderful stew of 
mutton, pork, beans with duck or 
goose added. 

Chantilly Cream is nothing more 
mystical than whipped cream, but 
Chantilly Soup is lentil soup. 

Chiffonnade refers to a salad in 
which sorrel] and lettuce both appear. 

Chaud-froid announces cold cooked 
meat or fish covered with aspic. 

Cercy on a menu tells you there 
are carrots in the dish, and Diable 
warns you that the dish has plenty 
of red pepper in it and when you 
read on a menu’ the word Entrecote 
you can rejoice, for there is a sirloin 
steak on the grill. 

Au Gratin tells’ you that the food 
has been rolled in or dusted with 
bread crumbs and then baked golden 
brown, and a Grillade is something 
grilled, 

Frincandeau is a veal stew and a 
Blanquette is a stew of white meat 
in a white sauce. 

Julienne means in thin, long pieces, 
such as strips of carrots, celery and 
other vegetables or referring to soup, 
means that it has these long thin 
strips of vegetables in it. 

Poularde is the best fattened hen, 
but Poulet is just a chicken. 

Puree is anything maslied or beat- 
en to a creamy thickness, and Quen- 
elles are pounded meats or fish, 
strained and mixed with cream or 
egg, used as a garnish in soup. 

Tournedos are small, tender steaks.

ite which are fed because of the ap- 
parent need of the birds for some 
hard material to grind the feed in the 
Gizzard, or, in other words, to sup- 
ply the birds with teeth. It is the 
insoluble grits that concérn us here, 

Practical poultrymen feed grit 
to hens, presumably to help them 
grind up the feed in the gizzard, and 
they have received encouragement in 
this practice from scientific poultry- 
men, despite the fact that investiga- 
tion frequently indicated that grit 
was not necessary and, in some cases, 
might be harmful to young chickens 
particul&rly if the particles are sharp 
or very fine. 

The feeding of | insuluble grit 
probably has its origin in the ob- 
servation of early workers, wg 
noticed birds picking up pebbles’ as 
they searched for food. The natural 
conclusion to this observation is that 
birds require some hard material to 
help the gizzard do its job. How- 
ever, some observers do not credit 
birds with such intelligence and as 
early as the eighteenth century the 
Italian anatomist Spallanzani de- 
claved that “the collecting of pebbles 
was probably less the effect of 
choice than stupidity, It has been 
demonstrated that birds can live 
without the gizzard, but that they 
digest coarsely ground _ rations 
poorly. Nevertheless the practice of 
feeding grit continues and ~ aside 
from the fact that care must be ex- 
ercised in feeding grit to very 
young chickens, little or no trouble 
is encountered. The need for grit 
appears to be more urgent where 
birds rahge on grass and there is.a 
danger of impactation from the grass 
eaten, 

The need for grit must not be con- 
fused wth the requirements fof a cal-

shell, etc. are primarily calcium sup- 
plements, although they do serve in 
the dual role as grinding materials 
also. The,so called limestone grits 
are supposed to serve this dual role, 
Such materials should be used with 
caution, particularly with growing 
stock whic are receiving a balanced 
ration, The addition of a soluable 
grit to such a ration may result in 
excessive intake of calcium and de- 
ranged calcium  metalolism. No 
trouble is encountered — with laying 
hens, 

If birds require a grinding material 
then the hardest and least soluble 
material obtainable should be most 
suitable Most poultrymen agree 
that the feeding of insoluble grits 
to mature birds is beneficial, In the 
light of the present knowledge this 
is a practice which can he safely 
continued, © It is well to remember, 
however, that there is a difference 
between soluble and insoluble grits. 
Don’t give your birds false teeth by 
feeding soluble grits; if you must 
feed an insoluble mater.
